Salary Reductions 


At the close of the last school year ending in 
June all teachers, who had taught the entire year, 
had given their services for two weeks of the year, 
and beginning in September of this school year the 
pay of most of the grade teachers had been reduced 
from $18.00 ot $15.00 a week. The High School 
Principal has been paid $300.00 less this year than 
was paid last year and Mrs. Grdiner has been paid 
$100.00 less this year than last. There were also 
reductions from 50 cents to $1.00 a week in the pay 
of most of those who convey pupils. Even with 
these reductions the balance in the Common School 
Account has been reduced from $962.01 to 186.33 
and the balance in the High School Account from 
$281.89 to $84.59. 

The committee approves the recommendations 
for schools made by the Budget Committee.

Superintendents of Schools Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of Warren: 


As required by law I submit the following re- 
port of the Schools of Warren: 
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This report contains teacher and transporta- 
tion changes, repairs on buildings, teachers’ meet- 
ings, and school accounts. 

There were but two changes in.the teaching 
force at the opening of the fall term. Mrs. Newbert, 
who resigned at the close of the year, after teaching 
in town for nearly thirty-five years, was succeeded 
by Mrs. Ethel Griffin, a graduate of Farmington 
Normal School and a teacher of ten years experi- 
ence. Charles Dwinal, who had been principal of 
the High School for the past two years, resigned 
at the close of the year to enter. Law school and 
Horace Maxcy, a graduate of Colby College, 1929, 
was elected to this position. 

The excellent work of all teachers is irae 
and appreciated. 

The only change in transportation was at Oys- 
ter River, where Percy French succeeded Eino Leino. 

Besides the usual cleaning and minor repairs 
on buildings the Intermediate building has been 
shingled and new pieces of gutter put in. Nearly 
every school building in town needs to be painted. 

Education Week this year resulted in the record 
breaking number of over 400 visitors, making the 
week an outstanding success. I doubt if any town 
n the state, the size of Warren, had such a response, 
which shows the unusual interest that is being 
taken in schools. ‘Such interest on the part of busy 
parents and friends is encouraging indeed to every 
teacher and means much to the success of our 
schools and all school activities. 'The plan of hav- 
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ing visiting hours different days during the week 
proved very satisfactory to the schools, because the 
regular work was less interrupted; and to busy par- 
ents, because the plan permitted them to visit more 
than one school in a half day. At all schools some 
regular work was carried on during the visiting 
hours and most schools gave some prepared pro- 
gram, a part of which was devoted to music under 
the able direction of Mrs. Vinal. 

The conveyance laws recently put into effect 
by the Secretary of State require that each child 
conveyed have not less than one foot of space, and 
that all busses have two doors; one in the right 
front for all ordinary exits and entrances, the other 
at the rear controlled by the driver and used only 
in case of an emergency. Few of our conveyances 
comply with these laws at present. 


Teachers’ Meetings 


Saturday May 20th Grade and Rural teachers 
of Warren and Union met at the Chapel of the Con- 
gregational church. This meeting was arranged by 
Mrs. Abbie Newbert. A demonstration in the teach- 
ing of music in the third Grade was given by Mrs. 
Nettie Vinal and there were other musical numbers 
by grade pupils. 'The speaker at this meeting was 
Mrs. Florence Gardiner. Refreshments were served 
at the close of the meeting. Mrs. Nettie Jameson 
kindly assisted with the serving. Friday, September 
1st all Warren teachers met to discuss plans for 
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future meetings. A meeting for grade and rural 
teachers of Warren and Union was held at Union 
Friday afternoon, September 15th at 3 o’clock. The 
speakers were Mr. Richard J. Libby and Miss Zeta 
Brown of the State Department of Education. Miss 
Brown had visited during Thursday and Friday all 
of the grade and rural schools of both towns and 
highly commended the work of the teachers. Sat- 
urday, October 14th a meeting was held at Warren 
for all grade and rural teachers. The speaker at 
this meeting was Mr. Edward E. Roderick, Deputy 
Commissioner of Education. Mrs. Edith H. Mer- 
rill, a Reading Specialist, of Boston was the speaker 
for grade and rural teachers held at Union, Friday 
afternoon November 3rd. The last meeting of the 
year was held at Warren, Saturday, November 25th. 
This was a meeting for all teachers of both towns 
and the speaker was Mr. Harrison C. Lyseth of the 
State Department of Education. 


A New Building is Voted 


Altho few towns and cities in the state are 
erecting school buildings under the Federal Emer- 
gency Administration of Public Works, thousands 
of buildings are being erected under this plan by 
towns and cities in other states. The Federal Gov- 
ernment will grant 30 percent of the cost of the 
labor and material for the building and will also 
loan the money needed for the erection of the build- 
ing at 4 percent interest for a period not to exceed

thirty years. Because of the Federal aid a special 
town meeting was called Saturday afternoon Dec- 
emlber 16th to see if the town wished to take any 
action in regard to the erection of a school build- 
ing. This meeting was declared illegal but, to get 
an expression of the Citizens assembled, an informal 
vote was taken, 83 voiting for the erection of a new 
building and 39 against. Because of this vote a 
second meeting was called Tuesday afternoon Dec- 
ember 26th. At this meeting a motion to erect a 
school building not to exceed a cost of $20,000.00 
resulted in a “yes” and “no” written ballot, 86 “yes” 
andes! Te,” 

It is estimated that the. grant or gift of the 
Federal Government toward the building, if erected 
according to the plans submitted by Dunker and 
Savage would be $4,700.00. There is available from 
the School Building and Sarah Hilt Funds over 
$3,000.00. Gifts enough are expected so that the 
cost to the town should not exceed $12,000.00. 
Should this sum be secured from the Federal Gov- 
ernment at 4 percent for a period of twenty years, 
twenty bonds of $600.00 each might be issued. One 
$600.00 bond might be retired and the interest paid 
on all remaining bonds each year. The _ yearly 
costs according to this plan would be as follows:

The six pupils at Mrs. Tarr’s school have 
not been late at any session for the year. But three 
marks for the year at Hinckley Corner and but 
eighteen at Grammar and Mathews Corner Schools.

I wish to express to Citizens my appreciation 
of their support of schools and all school activities. 
The Selectmen I wish to thank for their courtesy 
and kindness. I wish especially to express to the 
Members of the School Committee my appreciation 
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of their interest in schools and of their assistance 
in solving the numerous school problems that have 
been brought to their attention.

As principal of the High School it gives me 
great pleasure to submit the following report: 

The High School opened this fall with an en- 
rollment of fifty-four students. So far during the 
year but four have left school making a registration 
at the present time of fifty. 

‘The attendance record has been very good. 
During the fall term fifteen students were neither 
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absenitt nor tardy, and there were but nine instances 
of tardiness. 

Regular class work has progressed very pleas- 
antly and profitably. Hight students received honor 
marks in all subjects for the first half year. They 
were: Seniors, Beatrice Haskell, Christine Starrett 
and Charles Trone; Junior, Douglas Gray; Sopho- 
mores, Albert Hill, Katherine Peabody and Etta 
Starrett; Freshman, Janet Wade. A new Course 
in Business Training has been introduced and gives 
evidence of being practical and helpful. 

Nearly every boy and a number of girls took 
part in our fall athletic program. We played eight 
games of baseball and closed with a track meet for 
both boys and girls. At the present time about 
twenty-five students are working on the production 
of four one-act plays which will be presented in 
the near future. 

Any success of Warren High School is due in 
no small measure to the efforts of Mrs. Gardiner 
who is a very superior teacher and an invaluable 
assistant. 

The interest and co-operation shown by the 
people of Warren has been very gratifying. We 
have had a large number of visitors and on Visit- 
ing Day over forty citizens visited the school and 
heard classes conducted in the usual manner, a 
short entertainment by the students, and an ad- 
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dress by Representative Louis A. Walker of Rock- 
land. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all of the people 
of Warren who have, by their friendship and kind- 
ness, made this such a pleasant year.
